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Destination Imagination Teams Prep for State 
By Shawn Badgley 

If you thought Massachusetts was left without 
any teams in March Madness when Arizona beat Harvard 
in the NCAA Men's Basketball Tournament, you were 
way off. 

After strong showings at the Destination 
Imagination Cape Cod Regional Tournament on March 
13, eight teams from Rochester Memorial School advance 
to the Worcester Polytechnic Institute this weekend for 
the statewide competition. Other teams from the Tri- 
Town participated, as well, but RMS represents the most 
formidable contingent. 

Destination Imagination, incorporated in 1999, 
is a New Jersey-based nonprofit organization with 
international reach. Its mission is to teach students from 
kindergarten to college three skills: creativity, teamwork 
and problem-solving. Massachusetts ranks fourth in 
the United States in participation with upward of 800 
teams, only 60 of which have qualified for this weekend's 
competition. 

Volunteer Director Tina Rood has overseen RMS's 
PTO-funded program for eight years. 

'It's an amazing thing for me to be a part of, but 
really just to witness, because the work is all the kids'," 
Rood said. "As manager, you are there as the adult, the 
one in charge, and to help your teams with some of the 
skills, in general. But you cannot help them with the 
challenges: They have to come up with everything about 
those themselves. You are there to corral." 

The challenges Rood references change annually 
for Destination Imagination, and they fall into the 
following categories: Science, Structural, Improvisational, 
Fine Arts, Service Learning and Early Learning. In 
addition, each presentation must tell a story that includes 
a beginning, middle and end. 

"They all tie back into core curriculum, while 
incorporating each other," Rood said. "Obviously, 
experiential learning is a big part of this."

RMS's fourth-grade team will present In Disguise - which 
involves voodoo. Medusa, the Coliseum and a raccoon - 
in the Fine Arts category; the fifth-grade team will present 
Twist-O-Rama - wherein the students have built a device 
weighing 50 grams and measuring 8.25 inches that can 
withstand 350 pounds and multiple "ram" impacts - in 
the Structural category; and the sixth-grade team will 
present Wind Visible - which features kinetic art, wind 
power and such ambitious stagecraft as a tree fashioned 
from tomato cages - in the Science category. 

The sixth-grade team is a veteran-laden squad 
and has competed together for four years. They are 
considered a favorite this weekend, and have already won 
a Renaissance Award for their exceptional performance. 

"Our whole team, we've all been friends 
throughout the whole thing," said sixth-grader Brett 
Rood, Tina's son. "We've grown as a team and worked as 
a team, and every year we've spent our vacations working 
on this, and we have fun. It's about learning, but it doesn't 
feel like it. " 

RMS parent and Destination Imagination 
volunteer Jen Kulak agreed. 

"This is my first year doing it, and to watch these 
kids with different backgrounds and abilities transform 
into a cohesive group that works together, to see their 
communication skills develop in a just a few months, it's 
just such a positive thing," she said. "In the competition, 
everyone supports everyone else." 

Kulak added that this attitude starts at the top 
with Rood.

Tri-Town Firefighters Train

More than 50 firefighters from Marion, 
Mattapoisett and Rochester participated in a live training 
session on Rounseville Road Sunday morning, March 
24, at a former two-story residence that is set to be 
demolished. 

"It's the best training we can supply because we 
can make it the most realistic," Rochester Fire Chief Scott 
Weigel said. 

Weigel said that they've been able to make use of 
the structure for about a month now, and that Sunday's 
burn is the last stage of several practice sessions that have 
taken place there. On Sunday, crews lit multiple fires with 
hay bales and practiced different fire control and search 
and rescue scenarios called "evolutions" in the burning, 
smoke-filled building. 

"We try to make the most use of the building that 
we can," Weigel said. "We've been very lucky to have it." 

He also added that at least four or five 
participants from each town's departments were either in 
the fire academy or had recently completed it. 

"It's great training for them," Weigel said. "This is 
the time to find out if they're not comfortable doing it."

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The part of Rounseville Road where the session 
took place was temporarily blocked to through traffic 
by Rochester police, and Rochester EMTs were on hand 
to ensure the crew's safety. Several onlookers from the 
neighborhood gathered to watch the firefighters in action. 

Weigel said that the departments get this 
opportunity to train once a year if they are offered a 
building. Oftentimes, when homes are scheduled to be 
demolished, the fire department is notified so that it can 
utilize them for these practices. 

Weigel explained that several steps must be taken, 
such as checking for asbestos, before a burn on the house 
can take place, and that the departments need to apply for 
various permits in order to proceed.

opportunity to the citizens and also reach out to local 
organizations that are looking for these types of projects. 

Town Administrator Mike Gagne then gave his 
report. Gagne said that the town had been approached by 
a television production company to produce a 30-minute 
show about Mattapoisett. The final product would air 
over several cable stations for approximately 20 time slots. 
After some discussion about the benefits such marketing 
programs could generate for Mattapoisett, Chairman 
Jordan Collyer noted that the $20,000 commitment 
required by the town was difficult to accept. 

This led to a lively discussion about what 
could be done in-town versus using outside services to 
help market the virtues of Mattapoisett and the harbor 
resource to a wider audience. Such diverse ideas as 
producing mobile applications, a website for Mattapoisett 
Harbor, and video clips for websites were all inspired 
thoughts. Collyer also said that although the town had 
previously contacted the producers of "Chronicle'' about 
using the Tri-Town area would prove more attractive than 
just one community. The Fox program "Zip Trip" had 
been a big success in the past and maybe they could be 
invited to return. Several of the ideas will be taken up for 
greater exploration. The Board held that it is necessary to 
help promote the use of the harbor as a destination point 
not unlike Martha's Vineyard. 

Gagne then addressed his second item: an 
article for Town Meeting regarding analysis of future 
facility needs. With a capital needs assessment and 
master plan done, Gagne offered that the possibility of 
soliciting expert and professional volunteers from town 
to help craft the use assessment for the public's review 
might work well. It was noted that the voters might feel 
more comfortable with ideas fully fleshed out by fellow 
townspeople whose knowledge in construction, building 
materials, engineering and facility use could be key to 
moving needed projects closer to real development. All 
agreed that getting experts on board to suggest ways 
that projects can be done — such as a new Town Hall or 
Fire Department — is a different approach than what has 
previously been used. 

Collyer commented that a "full vetting of ideas"

was necessary. 

''It is critical to get the right people involved/' 
Selectman Paul Silva said. 

The Board then heard from Kathleen LeClair and 
Kelly Weglowski of Healing Little Hearts for an upcoming 
road race proposed in town. LeClair and Weglowski 
said that the group organizes fundraising activities for 
research done at Boston Children's Hospital on congenital 
heart defects.

With fiscal year 2014 beginning on July 1, the 
Board of Selectmen will present a budget of $17.9 million 
to Marion voters. General government costs come to $1.67 
million in the budget; public safety, $2.52 million; schools, 
$9.93 million; public works, $1.21 million; and pension 
and insurance, $2.73 million. 

In addition, the warrant includes an article to 
raise and appropriate — via bonds, notes or otherwise —

'If they're asking for it, they need it/' Selectman 
John Henry said. "Would you want a rusted-out, broken- 
down engine crawling over to your house during a fire? I 
wouldn't." 

"Nothing lasts anymore," said Chairman Stephen 
Gushing. Nonetheless, he agreed with Henry. 

Meanwhile, the Selectmen will ask the town for 
$2.04 million for the water enterprise fund and another 
$2.4 million for the sewer enterprise fund; $892,055 for 
additional salaries and expenses; and $811,219 for debt. 
These monies can be raised or transferred from already 
available funds. 

Other notable articles include a $150,000 request 
from the harbormaster for infrastructure replacement, 
$90,000 for more efficient lighting in school buildings 
and a $125,000 payment to the Other Post-Employment 
Benefit Trust Fund established at the 2010 Town Meeting. 
Town Administrator Paul Dawson acknowledged that this 
would be one small step in addressing the approximately 
$800,000 for which Marion is liable, and that the town 
must take action. 

"You can no longer continue pushing out the 
deadline for that funding," he said. "We're beginning to 
see other places really paint themselves into a corner." 

But perhaps the most controversial item during 
the Town Meeting in May will be one that does not 
explicitly involve Marion money. Article 30 asks voters 
to amend the Zoning Bylaws to add a Section 16 titled 
Solar, which would set standards and guidelines in 
allowing for a solar overlay district, potentially laying the 
groundwork for an array in Benson Brook. The issue is 
one of great disagreement between the Planning Board, 
which opposes the proposed bylaw, and the Energy 
Management Committee, which supports it. 

"I believe we should do our part locally to reduce

Officials Consider EMS Upgrade 

Rochester Public Safety Committee 
By Shawn Badgley 
In what must have been the safest room in 
the Tri-Town, more than a dozen representatives from 
the Rochester Police and Fire Departments, the Cape 
and Islands Emergency Medical Services, the Board of 
Selectmen, and various administrative divisions gathered 
on March 21 to discuss a major change for local rescue 
crews. 

Currently, Rochester's EMS and Fire Rescue is 
designated Basic Life Support, which means personnel 
is limited to firefighters who work with restricted 
resources, responsibilities and procedures. For instance, 
if a Rochester resident calls 911 with chest pain, a 
local ambulance is neither equipped nor authorized to 
transport the patient to the hospital. They would have 
to liaison with an Advanced Life Support-designated 
ambulance from a neighboring town at some point along 
the route and release the patient to the ALS personnel. 

In Cape and Islands EMS Region 5, Rochester and 
Nantucket are the only towns that are not currently at 
ALS level. Local officials are pushing for this to change by 
way of an article at the Rochester Town Meeting on May 
20. 

"There are financial matters to consider, but the

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most important consideration is the level of care we are 
providing people/' said Rochester Fire Department Chief 
Scott Weigel. ''I think the townspeople deserve it, and I

The ALS status would bring with it a need for 
more personnel and equipment, costs that are estimated to 
come to more than $375,000.

RABBIT DIET 

My pet rabbit is getting fat. I feed her pellets and occasional lettuce. 
An all pellet diet is not healthy for rabbits. It promotes obesity, over- 
grown teeth, diarrhea, and the formation of hairballs in the stomach. 

What should I feed my rabbit? 

Pet rabbits need high amounts of fiber. This is best supplied by a diet 
of timothy hay or other grass hay. Avoid alfalfa as it has too much 
calcium and protein. The rabbit should be fed as much of this hay as 
she wants. 

What about lettuce? 

Romaine and other leaf lettuces are OK but iceburg lettuce has no 
nutritional value. Try feeding your rabbit other green vegetables 
such as brocolli. Start with a small piece then double the amount 
given on each subsequent day. This allows the bacteria in the rabbits 
intestine to acclimate to the new food. Overfeeding a new food can 
cause diarrhea and even death. 

Are there other foods to avoid? 

Avoid starchy foods such as oats, cheerios, potatoes, and most other 
foods that we like. Stick with hay, vegetables that are slowly intro- 
duced and some pellets.

said. "We're missing out on revenue that could be ours, 
and yet we're still doing a great deal of the work when 
those calls come in. ALS status will aid us greatly in these 
life and death matters, while also erasing that loss of 
revenue.'' 

Richards cited a 40 percent increase in the number 
of Rochester ambulance runs since fiscal year 2010 in 
advocating for ALS status. He attributed the jump to 
weather, auto accidents and an aging population. 

"This year, we had 184 from January to March 
alone, due mainly to the February blizzard," he said. "We 
had 65 in that same time frame last year." 

Weigel, Richards, Chief Dispatcher Tracy Eldridge 
and other local rescue personnel were joined by Director 
Bill Flynn and Deputy Director Alden Cook of the Cape 
and Islands EMS Region 5, as well as David Faunce, 
Regional Director of the EMS Council of Southeastern 
Massachusetts, in fielding questions from Rochester 
Selectmen Bradford Morse, Richard Nunes and Naida 
Parker, and Town Administrator Richard LaCamera. The 
officials foresaw issues surrounding management, labor, 
questions about contracting private ambulance companies 
and budgetary concerns, but the consensus was to 
continue moving forward with the initiative, pending 
more scrutiny from the Board of Selectmen and the 
Finance Committee. The next Board of Selectmen meeting 
will take place on April 8, when the item is mostly likely 
to be revisited.

public. There was a distinct murmured gasp from the 
community members when the full scope of the project 
was unveiled. 

Charon detailed site plans focusing on those areas 
under the commission's responsibility: the integrity of 
the wetlands, storm water run-off, soils, vegetation and 
other natural resources. He described 100-foot buffer 
zones, storm water drainage, and low percentage of non- 
impervious materials (1,500 square feet) combining to 
keep construction impact subtle. Charon further noted 
chain-link fencing that would surround the entire solar 
field. 

The plan consists of 25 acres, which will be clear 
cut of all trees and natural vegetation. Charon said that 
loam could and should be conserved from tree removal, 
but some new soil will be needed. Hydro-seeding will be 
done to replace the excavated natural woodlands with 
'Virtually no impact on storm water run-off,'' he told the 
group. Charon did indicate that the abutters on Shady 
Oak Drive would be the ones most profoundly impacted 
by the project. 

Blue Wave Managing Partner John DeVillars and 
other staff were on hand to respond to questions from the 
public. Abutters, the Lopes of Tinkham Hill Road, stated 
that their property sits below the site and expressed 
concerns about run-off. Charon said that a swale would 
divert storm water, allowing absorption. They also asked 
about the potential displacement of wildlife. Although

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Charon noted massive swamplands contiguous to the 
project, the Lopes seemed unconvinced that deer and 
other small woodland animals would simply go back into 
the swamps. 

Paul Coderre of North Street inquired about 
hazardous materials inside the transformers and any 
resulting leakage in the event of a catastrophic episode, as 
well as any noise that might emanate from transformers. 
Those concerns were assuaged by Blue Wave. 

Pat Aiello of Tinkham Hill Road wanted to 
know who would benefit from the energy produced. 
DeVillars said that Blue Wave is working with NStar and 
is permitted to sell the power within a designated "load 
zone," which includes Mattapoisett. Currently, Blue Wave 
has secured several private customers in other towns. 
Mattapoisett' s benefit would derive from taxes paid on 
the property versus lowered electrical costs. 

Chairman Peter Newton explained to the 
assembled that the Commission could only address those 
concerns within their scope of responsibility. The public 
had many more questions outside the Commission's 
purview. 

"We want to engage the community," DeVillars 
said. "We want to meet with you and hear your 
questions."

The night wasn't over quite yet, as the question 
of which boards should be approached sequentially 
or concurrently when applicants are seeking various 
approvals was again raised by Rogers. He wanted the 
issue placed on the next agenda, thus allowing the 
members along with the Building Commissioner to 
flesh out what makes the best sense for the community. 
Newton asked Rogers to write something up before the 
next meeting to give the group time to review and explore 
the matter prior to the next scheduled meeting. 

With that, minutes were approved and Leidhold 
gave her report, which included an April 29 Open Space 
Committee public hearing. The Conservation Commission 
meets again on April 8 at 6:30 pm. 

Debate Over Connet Woods Kiosk 

Rochester Planning Board 
By Shawn Badgley 

A small but vocal group of homeowners in the 
Connet Woods subdivision protested the planned location 
of a mail kiosk at Tuesday's Rochester Planning Board 
meeting, expressing frustration with the developer's 
perceived lack of transparency and dissatisfaction with 
the Board's proposed placement of the structure. 

An at times heated discussion on the item 
dominated the evening's proceedings, lasting upward of 
90 minutes. Traffic congestion, safety, aesthetics, zoning 
requirements, the wishes of the postmaster, and other 
considerations had member Susan Teal "trying to build a 
matrix in my poor head." She was not alone, as members 
pored over documents and photographs while keeping 
up with public comment. 

Since the postal service will not deliver to 
individual mailboxes in the subdivision, its residents must 
use a kiosk, currently drawn up for Lot 107 on Box Turtle 
Drive. Abutters voiced concerns about noise pollution, 
privacy, accident risk, and interrupted sight lines if the 
common box were to be moved there. 

"I wouldn't have purchased the property had 
I known about this," said one resident. "We chose this 
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area specifically for the features of the neighborhood. 
These designs and the footprint have to be reconsidered/' 
Another described herself as "furious'' at not having been 
notified by Edgewood Development Company, adding 
that "there has been a lot of wasted time. Here we are, and 
nobody's happy, and it's not fair." 

While the kiosk would currently have to 
accommodate only 20 residents, the proposed design 
anticipates future phases, and could ultimately handle 
mail for 52 Connet Woods lots. It would measure 
approximately 8 feet high, according to Tim Higgins of 
Edgewood. A subsequent companion kiosk in a different 
spot would add capacity for the remaining 65 lots in the 
development, which is located off of Ryder Road. 

According to Chair Arnold Johnson, the post 
office "prefers" that there be two structures, and that they 
be located near the ingress points in the community. 

"Their biggest issues are safety and access," 
Johnson said, repeatedly rejecting suggested alternatives 
from residents as unsafe or impractical. "It's a dilemma." 

One idea that did gain traction late in the meeting 
was from resident Justin Gear, who said that a pull-up 
lane could be built at the front of the subdivision - and 
adjacent to his property - necessitating the clearing of 
"only a few trees" and not endangering pedestrians. The 
Board's response was positive, and Johnson encouraged 
the residents and the developer to reconvene and come up 
with a solution.

Superintendent Presents Process for Progress 

ORR Joint School District Committee

The Old Rochester Regional District Joint School 
Committee meeting started and ended with reports from 
Superintendent Doug White, the most significant of 
which was the recent ratification of the contract with the 
teachers' union. ORR Professional Educators Association 
members unanimously approved the agreement to a four- 
year contract on March 20. No specifics were detailed 
in press releases from Dr. Colin Everett, President of 
the Association, but he is quoted as saying there was 
preservation of benefits for "employees who might come 
on board in the future." Healthcare concessions were one 
of the central issues that needed resolution before the 
union members would agree to the contract. 

White then went into details regarding his 
yearlong evaluation and implementation of new 
assessment guidelines and tools for administrators and 
teachers. 

With the focus on using a variety of measurement 
tools. White said he was "impressed" with his in-class 
observations and was confident that over the next two 
years, real progress would be made in achieving the goals 
needed for both the students and the teachers.

for their continuous improvement. DDM models are 
geared to a two-year process to ensure measurements are 
calibrated and information is accurate for improvements 
and decisions. 

White also shared that PARCC, the next 
generation in standardized testing for grades 3-12, will 
be impacted by the DDM program and implementation. 
Between these two measurement models, "real progress'' 
for the ORR Joint School District can be achieved. White 
assured the Committee. 

Some members of the Joint Committee from the 
Tri-Town area expressed appreciation for the work White 
has undertaken, along with the district-wide impact these 
changes will bring to the communities. Although change 
across three different school systems will take time to 
fully be implemented, the consensus of the members in 
attendance was positive. 

In a separate matter, the Project Grow Program, 
which provides for the education needs of children 
with special needs, was discussed from a fiscal impact 
viewpoint. There had been ongoing discussion that 
possibly a financial burden was being placed on some 
towns more than others within the ORR Joint School 
District. The Committee heard that the research from 
surrounding towns with joint school districts proved that 
most were providing Project Grow Programs in the same 
manner as the ORR program, and, therefore, ORR was 
in synergy with towns in the region.

Henry Beston's Cape Cod 

Don Wilding, Co-founder of the Cape Cod 
nonprofit, Beston Society, and author of the book, 
Henry Beston's Cape Cod, will present his lecture and 
documentary film footage screening, "Henry Beston's 
Cape Cod: Inspiration for a National Seashore,'' at the 
Mattapoisett Free Public Library, 7 Barstow Street, on 
Wednesday, April 24 at 6:30 pm. 

Wilding has presented this program on Cape Cod 
and across New England extensively since 2001. Beston's 
book. The Outermost House, was written in 1927 after 
Beston spent a solitary year in a 20 foot by 16 foot cottage 
on Eastham's outer beach. The Outermost House is now 
considered an American classic on the level of the works 
of Thoreau, Muir and other noted nature writers, and 
was cited as a major influence on the establishment of the 
Cape Cod National Seashore in 1961. Noted author Rachel 
Carson said that The Outermost House was the only book 
to ever influence her writing. 

Wilding, 52, published his own book, Henry 
Beston's Cape Cod, in 2003, shortly after co-founding the 
nonprofit Beston Society with his wife, Nita. The Beston 
Society is based in North Eastham, just a few miles from 
where Beston walked the outer beach, and has sponsored 
and/ or taken part in lectures, theater productions and 
exhibits on the Cape. Wilding and the Beston Society are 
now producing a documentary film about Beston's story 
and his influence on the Cape Cod National Seashore,

The Massachusetts Highway Association today 
urged the timely allocation of these Chapter 90 funds, 
which are currently included as part of Governor Deval 
Patrick's proposed $1 billion transportation budget. This 
larger budget could be debated throughout the summer 
— calling into question the timing of many necessary road 
repairs and maintenance projects throughout the state. 

'It is imperative that cities and towns across the 
state get these highway funds in time to sign contracts, 
put men and women to work and pave these roads," 
said Mike Valenti, Massachusetts Highway Association 
President. ''We missed most of the warm weather last 
year because the funding did not come in time to sign 
contracts, and that means many of our roads are badly in 
need of work. We've had a rough winter, and putting off 
this work will lead to more dangerous roads and more 
expensive repairs in the future." 

The Governor is calling for $300 million in 
Chapter 90 funding for the Commonwealth, which could 
mean as much as $343,051 for Mattapoisett. The timely 
allocation of Chapter 90 funds not only ensures existing 
road improvement plans continue on schedule, but 
can also save communities money in the long-term by 
preventing worsening damage to roadways. 

"While the entire transportation initiative is 
important for the Commonwealth, Chapter 90 funds are

The George Earl and Katherine Hartley Church 
Scholarship Fund provides several scholarships of at 
least $1,000 annually for tuition assistance to students 
pursuing an LPN, RN or BSN Nursing Degree while 
attending a two- or four-year accredited college or 
university Applicants must be residents of Acushnet, 
Rochester, Marion and Mattapoisett who are graduating 
from Fairhaven, New Bedford, Bishop Stang, Old Colony 
Regional Vocational Technical or Old Rochester Regional 
high schools, or Greater New Bedford Regional Vocational 
Technical tiigh School. The criterion for selection will be 
weighted 75 percent on financial need and 25 percent on 
academics. 

The Charles J. Lewin Interfaith Scholarship 
Fund was established to provide scholarships to 
returning students and graduating high school seniors 
of Barnstable, Bristol, Dukes and Plymouth counties.

Every week, according to legend, Penn Jillette of 
Penn & Teller participates in a special Movie Night with 
like-minded freaks and friends. Movie Night has many 
rules, one of them being that if the title of a movie is 
spoken in the movie, everyone must applaud.

No- 
body applauded at anything else, either, even at the many 
cheesily patriotic moments such as the one in which the 
bloodied Secretary of Defense (poor Melissa Leo) defi- 
antly recites the Pledge of Allegiance while being dragged 
off by terrorists. 

A moronic synthesis of Die Hard and Red Dawn, 
Olympus Has Fallen (applause) pits One Lone Man — ex- 
Secret Service agent Mike Banning (Gerard Butler) — 
against North Korean terrorists. North Korea certainly 
does seem to be the accepted Big Bad of recent action cin- 
ema; last fall's Red Dawn remake — which, like Olympus 
Has Fallen (applause), was distributed by FilmDistrict — 
famously changed its Chinese invaders to North Koreans. 
The movie's politics are goofy in the manner of the hun- 
dreds of '80s action flicks just like this one; in any event, 
the terrorists act independently of their country, and their 
ringleader (Rick Yune) is driven more by revenge than by 
ideology. 

Director Antoine Fuqua has made eight features, 
of which I have seen four; is that enough evidence for 
me to declare him an unexciting and impersonal action 
director with a little style? Fuqua stages the initial assault 
on the White House with some bloody snap and vigor, 
but after that it's a lot of footage of Gerard Butler skulking 
around dark hallways and neutralizing terrorists, cross- 
cut with scenes at the Pentagon where people, including 




I Morgan Freeman and Angela Bas- 
sett, scowl and fret. The President 
(Aaron Eckhart) is being held hos- 
tage in his bunker along with most 
of his top officials, and he must be 
rescued before the terrorists gain 
full access to the three-part code 
that will blow up all of our nukes 
in their silos. The President's son 
is also hiding in the White House 
somewhere, and Banning must 
I find him. Fortunately that goal is 
knocked out of the way relatively 
early, or else we'd be thinking "Who cares about a kid? 
Olympus has fallen!" (Applause.) 

A prologue of sorts tells us why Banning is 
no longer a Secret Service agent: one snowy night, the 
President's vehicle went halfway off a bridge, and Ban- 
ning wasn't able to save the First Lady (Ashley Judd) 
before the First Car plunged into the icy drink. What we 
take from this is not "What a sad backstory" but "I guess 
Ashley Judd gotta eat." The movie is in other respects a 
halfway house for actors who used to have better careers, 
like Bassett, Radha Mitchell, Dylan McDermott, and Rob- 
ert Forster. Olympus Has Fallen (applause) isn't much of an 
actor's showcase anyway, though Aaron Eckhart gets to 
add another Big No moment to his highlight reel. Butler 
does what he can, but Banning lacks the Jersey street wit 
of John McClane, not to mention McClane's vulnerability. 
If we're supposed to feel any apprehension on Banning's 
behalf, we don't, because he's presented from the word go 
as the best and toughest Secret Service agent ever. 

Every so often, competing films on the same 
theme go into production independently of each other 
and then race to see which will hit theaters first (last year 
brought Mirror Mirror and Snow White and the Huntsman, 
for instance). This is one of two White-House-under-siege 
films you will see (or wait for Netflix to see) this year, 
the other being June's White House Down. Will there be 
a character in that film who will dramatically speak the 
line "White House down," prompting Penn Jillette and 
his cronies to redden their palms? Maybe you can go see 
it and let me know — I'll probably opt for the Sandra 
Bullock /Melissa McCarthy comedy that weekend, having 
essentially seen White House Down already.
